The jury were unable to 
come to any decision under the circumstances, except 
that the child came to its death prior to the eighth of 
January last, from causes unknown. 


Quarantine ReGutations often expose marin- 
ers to inconvenience, and sometimes ludicrous predica- 
ments. The whole mode of proceedure with suspected 
vessels is in some ports a farce. Butthe mode of treat- 
ing the pa on board emigrant ships at the Brit- 
ish Provinces, is of a character almost too cruel to be 
credited. If quarantine regulations are necessary, as in 
many cases they are undoubtedly, places should be pro- 
vided for the shelter of emigrants, other than an Island 
a residence on which is sure to entail disease upon those 
confined there. The Montreal Herald states that a ves- 
sel recently arrived at Montreal, after « six weeks pas- 
sage, with 370 passengers. They remained st Grosse 
Isle a week, and then the vessel proceeded towards 
Quebec. A woman happened to be taken sick on board, 
the vessel was ordered back to Grosae Isle, the passen- 
gera landed and confined in a crowded shed, and sen- 
tries placed over them to keep them from straying from 
the enclosure. Sickness broke qut among them, and in 
four weeks from sixty to one hundred were carried to 
their graves! The living were compelled to sell every 
thing to purchase food at enormous prices, from day 
to day. In conclusion the Herald remarks aptly “The 
Black Hole of Calcutta will cease to be a proverb, if 
passengers are penned up at Crosse Isle, as the Cap- 
tain of the Thomas Gelstone says, ‘with the St Law- 
rence on one s:de, and bayonets on the other.’ 





* MorverR at Sea. The Brig Juniper, Capt Crosby, 
arrived at this port on Tuesday. She had been absent on- 
ly one month. On the night of the 14th ult, ten days out, 
the Cook, a Spanish Negro murdered Capt Crosby while 
asleep in his berth, strikiug him to the heart with a dirk, 
which broke with the violence of the blow. The negro 
then attacked the mate and inflicted upon him eightce: sta’ s 
but he nevertheless succeeded in-springing from his berth 
and, grappling with the negro, gained the deck where he 
called for assistance.
